THE COMET. . ; 

Time whose wheels ave constantly rolling for: 
ward, hus brought toour view a comet of our 
system, which perhaps has been for hundreds of 
years fying with inconceivable velocity through 
the vast fields of eather millions of miles beyond 
the ken of mortal sight. It is in our meridian, 
and about in outzenith at 12 o’elnck, and may be 
secn in the N. W. about 7 o'clock in the evening: 
Its tail at present may be computed at 784 000 
miles in length, and is constantly increasing as 
the comet approaches the sun. | 

The human mind, unciltivated with science, is 
hurried into 4 thousand emotions, when they view 
this uncommon blaze of light streaming through 
the azure concave. But few of us now living 
haye ever had an Opportunity of seeing oneof 
those splendid orbes of Meaven’s architect; 
though it is understood that there are 21 Comets 
belonging to our system, which perform their 
fevolution round the sun in every direction in 
longer and shorter ‘periods. However, only 5 


ofthe above have been calculatedto any degree. 


of certainty. 

Comets are solid bodies like our earth ; they 
perform their revolution in vest eliptic orbits, 
which brings them nearer to the sunin one part 
oftheir revolution, - Whenever they approach 
the sun, there are fine streams of light which 
seems to issue from the body of the cometin 
fhe form of a tail, and is considered to arise from 


the intense heat they receive from the sun, 


These tuils diminish as the comet recedes from 
the sun, and finally disappear. 
The comet that appeared in 1680, inits near 
est approach, came within forty-nine thousand 
miles of the sun's body ; at which ume the heat 
of the sun on the comet must have been 2000 
times hotter than red hot iron, No substance 
that we are acquainted with in our world could 
have endured such a degree of heat. Its tail ay 
this time measured more than 80,000,000 of 
miles in length, We may calculute that this 
comet is now keyond the planctary system, on 
its way through the vast expanse, till i shall ar- 
vive to the amazing distance of 10,000 millions 
of miles beyond the orb of the planet. Saturn, at 
which distance it will arrive in the year 1967,

There 
being nothing afterwards left, on which the laws, 
passed subsequent to the year 1801, forthe re- 
demption of the debt, can operate, a general view 
of the result and effect of those laws will now be 
presented.

The disposable national revenue, or that por- 
tion which alone is applicable to defray he an- 
pual national expenses, consists only of the sur- 
plus of the gross amount of revenue collected, 
heyond the amount necessary for paying the in- 
tereston the public debt. A dimunition of that 
interest is, with respect td the ability of defray- 
ing the. other annual expenses, # positive in- 
crease of revenuc to the same omount. With 
an’equal amount of gross revenue, the revenue 
upplicable to defray the national expenses, is 
now, by the effect of the reduction ofthe debt, 
2.600.000 dollars greater than on the Ist day 
of April, 1801, Or, if another view of the suh- 
ject be thonght more correct, the laws for the 
reduction of the debt have in ten years and nine 
months, enabled the United States to pay in full 
the purchase money of Louisiuna, and increased 
their revenue near two miflions of dollars. 

Ifthe amount of anoual payments on account 
of both the principal and interest of the public 
cebt, during the last eight years, be contrasted 
with the payments hereafter necessary for Cie 
same purpose, the difference will be sul! more 
striking Light millions of dollars have been 
unnually paid on thar account duting those eight 
years. ‘The whole amount payable after the 
year $312, including the annual reimbursement 
on t.e six per cent. and deferred stocks; ts 
3.792.381 dollars, making an annual difference 
of more than forr miiions two hundred thousand 
dollars, which will be liberated from that appre- 
priation. And this annual payment of about 
three tuillions eight hundred thousand dollars 
would have heen sufficient, with some small va- 
riations, to discharge in ten years the whole of 
the residue of the existing debt, with the excep- 
tion of the three per cent. stock, the annual inter- 
est, on which amounts only to 485,000 dollars. 
The aspect of the foreign relatiotis of the United

by the repeal of that on salt, and notwithstanding 
the great ciminuticn of commerce during the 
last four years. It therefore proves decisively 
the ability of the United States with their ordina- 
ty revenue, to discharge, in ten yéars of peace, a 
debt of forty-two millions of dollars, a fact which 
considerably lessens the weight of the most fur- 
midable objection to which that revenue, depend- 
ing almost solely on commerce, appears to he 
jiable. In the time of peace, it is almost suffi- 
cient to defray the expenses of a war ; in time af 
war it is hardly competent to support the expen- 
ses ofa peace establishment. Sinking.at once 
ufider adverse circumstances from fifteen to six 
or eight millions of dollars, it is only by the per- 
severing application of the surplus, which it af- 
fords in years of prosperity, to the discharge of

An addition of ifty per cent. to the present a- 
mount of duties (together with a continuance of 
the temporary duties heretofore designated by 
the name of “ Mediterranean Fund”) will be suf- 
cient to supply that deficiency, and is respectfully 
submitted. This mode appears preferable for 
the present to any internal tax. With respect to 
the sales of public lands, besides affording a sup- 
plementary fund for the ultimate redemption of 
the public debt, they may without any ciminu- 
tion of revenue, be usefully applied as a bounty 
to soldiers enlisting in the regular service, and 
in facilitating the terms of loans, But it does 
not appear that the, actual receipts into the 
‘Treasury arising from the sales can be muiterial- 
ty encressed, without a reduction in the price ; 
unless it be by an attempt to offer certain por- 
tions for sale in the large cities of the Union. 

The same amount of revenue would be ne- 
cessat'y, and, with the vid of loans, would it is be- 
lieved be sufficient in case of war. The same 
increase of duties would therefore be eqnally 
necessary In thatevent. Whether it would be 
sufficient to produce the same amount of revenue 
under existing circumstances, cannoy at present 
be determined. Should anv deliviedcy arise, it 
may be supplied without ditficully by a further 
increase of duties by a restoration of that on salt, 
and by a proper selection of moderate internal 
taxes, To raise a fixed revenue of only nine 
millions ef dollars, is so Tauch within the com- 
pass of the national resources, so much less i 
proportion then is paid by any other nation, that, 
under any circumstances, it will only require the 
will of the legislature to effect the object. 

The possibility of raising money !y loans to 
the amount which may be wanted remains to 
be examined. For the fact that the United 
States may easily in ten years of peace, extin: 
guish a debt of forty-two millions of dollars, does 
not necessarily imply that they could borrow that 
sum during a period of war. 

In the present state of the world : forcign loans 
may be considered nearly unattainable. In that 
respect, as in all others, the United States must 
solely rely on their own resources. These have 
their natural bounds, but are. believed to be ful- 
ly adequate tu the support of all the national force 
that can be usefully and efficiently emploved. 

The ability and will of the United States faiths 
fully to perform theirengagemenis.are universal- 
ly Known ; and the terms of loans will ia no shape 
whataver be affected by the want of confidence 
in cither. They must, however, depend, not 
only on the state of public crédit, and on the abili- 
ty tolend, but also onthe existing demand for 
capital required for other objects. Whatever 
this may be, the money wabted by the public 
must be purchased at its market price. When- 
cver the amount wanted for the service of the 
year or the whole amount of stock in the market, 
shall exceed certain limits, it may be expected 
that legal interest will not be sufficient t« obtain 
the sums required. In that case the most simple 
and direct is also the cheapest and safest mode, 
It appears much more eligible to pay at once the 
difference, either by apremium in lands, or by 
allowing a higher rate of interest, than toencrease 
the amount of stock created, orto attempt any 
operation which might injuriously affect the cir- 
culating medium of the country. This difficulty, 
and it is the unly serious one which has been an- 
ticipated, will not,indeed 1! analysed, appear very 
formidable. For, to take an extreme case, and 
supposing even forty millions of collars to be bor- 
rowed at eight instead of six per cent. ayear, the

Tythias heurd the ‘conditions, 
and did not wait for an’ application upon the 
part of Damon; he instantly offered himself as 
security for bis'friend ;. which being accepted, 
Damon was immediately Set at liberty. The 
king and all his courtiers were ast onished at this 
action ; and therefore, when the day of execution 
drew near, his majesty had the curiosity to visit 
Pythias in his confinement. After come conves- 
sation on the subject of friendship, in which the

Mr. M’Kim withdrew the motion he made 
yesterday, to go into committee of the whole on 
thé 5th resolution for the purpose of considering 
the motion to impose a tax of 25 cents per gallon 
ov domestic distilled spirits. 

- The yeus and nays were taken on the 5th Res- 


| olution, whiskey tax, &c. and were—yeas 67, 


noes 38. 

They were then taken on the 6th Resolution, 
Licences to retailers &c. and were—ycas 68, 
noes 427 —s 

On the 7th Resolution, Sales at Auction, they 
were—yeas 79, noes 34. 

On the 8th, Resolution, refined sugar, the yeas 
were 80, noes 58. 

On the 9th Resolution, carriages for the con- 
veyance of persons, the yeas were 72, noes 38. 

The 10th Resolution was, on motion of Mr. 
Little divided. ‘The yeas and nays were first ta- 
ken on imposing a tax on bank notes—the yeas 
were 74, noes 43. The yeus on the other part 
of the resolution were 65, noes $3. A few ob- 
servations were made on this resolution by Mr. 
Wright and Mr. Little, who reminded the house 
that the revolution was principally occasioned 
by a stamp tax—that it must be very odious and 
unpopular.—Mpr. Bacon said the committee had 
duly considered how strong were the prejudices 
of the people aguinst stich a tax—but the propri- 
ety of it bad induced its recommendation. 

Mr. Randolph enquired of Mr. Bacon by what 
census the direct tax was to be apportioned. If 
by the census under which they were then le- 
gislating, he should consider tt as extremely un- 
fair; Ohio, New-York, Kentucky, Tennessee 
and some other states would not pay their pro- 
portion. If by the census last taken, he should 
consider the tax unconstjtutional. ‘Taxation and 
representation went together. 

Mr Bacon said that undoubtedly the tax would 
be apportioned according to the census last tak- 
en. Of the propricty and constitutionality of 
which Mr. Bacon and Mr, Lowndes spoke some 
time, and Mr Randolph replied. The yeas on 
this, the eleyenth resolution, Were 77, noes 39. 

The yeas on the twelfth resolution (discount- 
ing for ready payment) were 73, noes 37. 

The house concurred with the committee of 
the whole in striking out the latter part of the 
thirteenth resolution, making the imposition of 
the taxes dependant on the issuing of letters of 
marque and reprisal. The yeas on the resolu- 
tion as amended were 80, noes 36. 

The yeas and nays were then taken on the last 
resolution (discontinuing the taxes in a year after 
the conclusion of peace) and were, yeas 72, noes 
37. 

The yeas and nays were then called on the res- 
olutions taken altogether, and were, yeas 56 
noes 34, 

The resolution was then referred to the Com- 
mittee of Ways and Means to bring in a bill in 
conformity with them. 

A message was received from the president of 
the U.S. containing the form of a constitution 
adopted by the Orleans convention. 

A motion was made to refer it to a select com- 
mittee. but there not being a quorum of the house 
a motion was made and carried, to adjourn. 

Tuunspay, Marc# 3. 

Mr. Moore offered a resolution for request- 
ing the President of the United States, to cause 
to be prepared and luid before the house, a sys- 
tem of rules and regulations for training and dis- 
cipliuwng the cavalry, army and militia of the U- 
hited States. Adopted. 

On motion of Mr. Porter, the house consider- 
ed the report of the committee of the whole, on 
the bill supplementary to the act for raising an 
additional military force.

On Thursduy the 5th 
inst. he observed he had received a drafi which 
he had been expecting : said he must go to Bos- 
ton, but wished first to° go to 


go with him early next morning, and promised 
he would there pay him $22 he had borrowed. 
‘They accordingly went to N. London ib a chaise 
early on Friday morning. After breakfast, at 
New-London, he told Mr. A. he must go tothe 
bank—Mr. A‘ offered to accompany him, but he 
wished to goalone. He went tothe Union Bank, 
left a packet, which was sent by him for the bro- 
ther of the Cashier, and, by false representations, 
borrowed $24 ofthe Casbier. He then potd Mr. 
Arneaux the money borrowed of him, and leaving 
him at New-London, returned to the Hotel, in 
this city, inthe stage. At dinner, Britten sat 
down a moment, eat little or nothing and with- 
drew, was seen coming out of the entry leading 
to Mr. Arneaux’s room, called for soap to wash 
his hands, returned to the dinner table, eat but 
little, and took the stage for Boston, Mr. Ar- 


eneaux retuned from New-London in the after- 


hoon, and on going to his room found his trunk 
broken open, and the money and suspenders con- 
taining the doubloons missing. Suspecting Brit- 
ton ti the rogue, Mr. Arneaux, accompanied 
by Mr. Raymond, immedistely pursued him to 
Boston. After a long search in Boston, Mr. 
Raymond discovered him at the door of a Board- 
ing-House, just stepping into a carriage, ap- 

roached him, called him by name, and informed 
him he had business with him—he denied his 
name; said he kept the house, and knew none of 


on: that it was a crazy-man—and thus made his 
escape. Mr. Raymond pursued him, and found 


~him at the Stage-House, in Walpole—Here on 


discovering his pursuer, he retreated to a back 
building ; when he came out tie took off the coat 
he then wore, put it into his trunk, and put on 
another. Here he still continued to deny his 
name : declared his name was Wright, till Mr. 
‘A. arrived from, Boston, whom le immediately 
recognized. He refused to return peaceably to 
Norwich, and was brought by force in the Stage.

Sra—My last (No. 3.) was written at Buriing- 
ton, the principa! town 10 the northern part of the 
State of Vermont. [am now at the principal 
town in the eastern section. 

The fallacy.of men’s opinions when they act 
wider the influence of sensibility, and are strong- 
ly excited by those hopes which. always animate 
arising party, led me to doubt the correctness of 
the opinions which I received in the northern 
section of this state ¢ which, from its contigoity 
to Canada and necessary intercourse with Mon- 
treal, bas a stronger interest in promoting a good 
understanding with his majesty's government, 
"Therefore since my departure from Burlington, 
Thave sought every favorable occasion of cun- 
versing with the democrats on the probable re- 
sult of the policy adopted by the general govern- 
ment. The difference of opinion is thus expres- 


sed 

The federal party declarothat‘in the event of 
a war, the State of Vermont will treat separately 
for itself with Great-Britain ;-and support to the 
utmost the stipulations in which it may enter 
without any regard to the policy of the general 
government. The democrats on the other hand 
assert, that, in such 4 case as that contemplated, 
the people would be nearly divided into equal 
yumbers; one of which would support the gov- 
ernment if it could be done without involving the 
people in a civil war; but at all events would 
risk every thing in preference to a coalition with 
Great-Britain. This difference of opinion is not 
to be wholly ascribed to the prejudices of party 
The people in the eastern section of Vermont 
are not operated upon’ by the samme hopes and 
fears as those on the borders of the British colo- 
ny. These are not dependent upon Montreal tor 
the sale of their produce nor the supply of fo- 
reign commodities. ‘They are not apprehensive 
of any serious dangers or inconvenience from a 
-state of war ; and although they admit that the 
governor, council and three-fourths of the repre- 
sintation in ‘Congress are of the federal party, 
yet they do not belicve that the state would stand 
alone and resist the national government. They 
do wot however deny. that should the state of Ver- 
mont continue to be fepresentedas it is at pres- 
ent it would in all probability unite with the 
neighboting states, in any serious plan of resist- 
ance to a wat, which it-might seem expedient to 
atlopt ‘This I think 1s the safer opmion for you 
to rely on; if indeed re'iance ought to be placed 
on any measure depending upon the will of. the 
rabble, which is ever changing and must ever be 
marked with ignorance, caprice and inconstance. 
As the crisis approaches, the difficulty of deci- 
ding upon an hazardous alternative will increase ; 
and unfortunately there is not in Vermont any 
man of commanding talents, capable of attracting 
general confidence ; of infusing into the people 
his own spirit ; and, amidst the confusion of con- 
flicting opinions, danger and commotion, compe- 
tent tolead in the path of duty or safety. The 
Governor 1s an ‘industrious, prudent man, and 
has more personal influence than any other 5 but 
his abilities are not suited to the situation in

The Magistrate was thunderstruck 
at this extraordinary proceedure ip the son, and 
would hardly be persuaded that he wis sincere 
in it. Being at length ‘satisfied, however, that 
the young man actually wished for vothing more 
ardevtly than to save bis father’s life at the ex=| 
pence of his own, he wrote an account of the 
whole affair to the King ; end. the copsequence 
wus, that his Majesty immediately dispotched 
back the courier, with o:devs to grant a free par- 
don tothe father, aad to confer a title of honor 
on his incomparable son. The last mark of coy- 
al favor, however, the youtly begged leave with 
allhumsiliry to decline ; and the motive for the | 
refusal of it was not iess noble than the conduct 
by which he had deserved it was generous and 
disinterested. “Of what avail” exclaimed he, 
+ could the most exalied title be to me, humbled 
as wy family already is in the- dust ? Alas! 
would it not serve but as a monument to perpet- 
uate inthe minds of my countrymen the direful 
remembeance of af unbappy father's shame !” 
His Majesty (the King of Sweden) actually shea 
teurs when this magnanimous speech was report- 
ed to hint; andsending forthe heroic yauth to 
Court, he appointed him directly tothe office of 
his private confidential Secretary.

When muskets were used before the inven- 
tion of the bayonet, one half of each regiment 
was armed with pikes, and the other with mus- 
kets till about the middle of the reign of Louis 
KIV. The French, when at war with Spain and 
Savoy, used bayonets, which were invented 
and made ut Bayonne, from which they took 
their name, The bayonet then was merely a 
dagger, with a round wooden handie to fix in the 
mouth of the musket, in case they came to close 
quarters, 

Tke Spanish and Savey armies were not 3- 
ware of the invention, and were routed with great 
slaughter, ‘The method of fixing the bayonet 
outside of the barvel was soon invented, and 
though bayonet against bayonet is avery formid- 
able weapon at close quavters, that proves noth- 
ing in its favor, since a dagger ov clasp kvile us- 
ed against a similar weapon, would be just as 
formiduble. The lance which is Jonge’ and ea- 
sily handled, has evidently a great advantage, 
besides iis being light and atraight, though, un- 
less the troops were mixed together the lancers 
would be thrown into confusion, and their ranks 
thinned betore they could advance close up. 

All miliary weapons are undergoing some 
change, from time to time, a8 muy be seen by in- 
speciing the Armory atthe ‘Tower, and it is evi- 
dent some improvement on the musket is wanted, 
for it is now more used as a picrcifiy weapon than 
asa firearm. ‘The lances used in Scotland, be- 
fore muskets Were introduced, were by uct of 
Pariament regulated to be 18 feet 6 inches in 
length, but this s much too long ; 10 or 12 feet 
is quite sufficient,* though, it is to be observed, 
that when they fong'at with pikes on both sides, 
superior length was undoubtedly an advantage.

Mr. Wheaton offered a protest, résolution and 
other papers respecting the capture by the 
French in January last, of the brig Comet, owned 
by John and James Howland, of New-Bedford, 
Mass. bound from Savannah to England, lader 
with pine timber and staves. The Comet, after 
being captured in the English channel, and the 
French privateer that captured her, were pursu- 
ed by a British vestel: the Comet, was run of 
shore on the French coast and lost. The crew 
was robbed even of most of their clothes ; most 
of them imprisoned and very ill treated, 

Mr. Wheaton observed that ifthis capture did 
not prove the continuance of the Berlin and Mi- 
lan decrees, they must convince the most slowly, 
assenting that other French decrees were is op- 
eration, of worse principle, or rather perhaps of 
No principle. He moved, after they were read, 
that they should be referred to the Secretary of 
State. ; : 

Mr. Bassét objected—There was no proof of 
American property. 

Mr. Wheaton said there was, he presumed 
sufficient evidence. 

Mr. Gold remarked that it was seized as neu- 
tral property : thére was no allegation to the con- 
trary. : ; 
Mr. Alston would not refer it, because the 
owners expresved no such wish.

Mr. Wright renewed in substance the amend-

Mr, Sheffey moved to strike out that section 
of the bill which authorises the appointment of 
two additional major-generals, and four additional 
brigadier-generals, whenever in the President's 
opinion the public service sball require. 

This questien was widely debated. In sup- 
port of the provision, it was said that the number 
of officers, now authorised was not greater than 
swas absolutely necessary tocomimand the troops ; 
and cases might occur in the progress of a war, 
jn which the regulars under an inferior com- 
mand might be embodied with the militia or 
volunteers, and it might be necessary to wppoint

Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Rep- 
resentatives of the United States of America, 10 
Congress assembled, ‘That it shall ot be law- 
iul, during the continuance of the sect entitled 
“ Ao act laying an embargo on all the ships and 
vessels in the ports and harbors of the United 
States fora limited time,” to export from the 
Untied Siates or the territories thereof, in any 
matier whatever, any specie, nor any goods, 
wares or merchandize of foreign or domestic 
growth or manufactuie—and if any person shall, 
with intent to evade this law, export or attempt 
lo export any specte, goeds, wares oF merchan- 
dize from the United States or the territories 
thereof, either by land or water, such specie, 
goods, wares or merchandize, together with the 
vessel, boat, raft, cart, waygon, sleigh or other 
carriage in which the same shall have been ex- 
ported or attempted to be exported, shall, togeth- 
er with the tackel, apparel, horses, mules and 
oxen, be forfeited, and the owner or owners of 
such specie, goods, wares or mercheandize and 
every other person knowingly concerned in such

“ By Capt. Betts. from Laguira, we learn, that 
‘on the 26th of March, at 4 o’clock, P. M, there 
wasa severe shock of an Larthquake, which des- 
troyed neayly the whole of the city of Carraccas, 
vand all the town of Laguira, with all the neigh- 
‘boring villages-—ten thousand people were huri- 
ed in the ruins ; two thovsand five hundred in 
Laguira—one American only penshed, viz.— 
Mr. Crowe! of New-York. Four shocks were 
heard and felt on the night following. not heavy 
enough todo any damage. On the 27th, the sur- 
vivors were employed in digging the dead from 
under the ruins, putting them in large lighters, 
carrying them outside of the shipping, and bury- 
Ing them in the sea. On the 28th, the sea was 
0 rough as to prevent them taking the dead off 
then they built a Jarge fire near the wharf, and 
commenced burning them, and burned about for- 
ty at a time in one fire.

COWPER—TRE POET. 

The following iniercating sketch of the character of 
this ingenusus and amable writer, iv oy the au- 
thor of ius life, lately frusdlished. 

The person and mind of Cowper seems to 
have been formed with equal'kindness, by nature, 
and it may be questioned if she ever bestowed on 
any man with a fender pro¢igality, all the requi- 
sites to conciliate affection, and to inspire res- 


ct. 

From this figure, as it first appeared’ to me, 
fn his 62d year, I should imagine that he must 
have been very comely inhis youth; and little 
time had mjured his countenance, since his fea- 
tures expressed at that period of life. ali the pow- 
ers of his mind, and all the sensibility of his 


He was ofa middle stature, rather strong than 
delicate in the form of his limbs, the color of his 
hair was a light brown, that of his eyesa_ blueish 
grey, and his complexion ruddy. In his dress 
he was neat but not finical ; in his diet temper- 
ate, but not dainty. 2 

He had an air of pensive reserve in his de- 
portment, and hisextreme shyness sometimes 
produced in his manoers an indescribable mix- 
ture of awkwardness and dignity; but no being 
could be more truly gracefyl, when he was in 
perfect heulth, and perfectly pleased with his so- 
ciety. Towards women in particular, his behav- 
jor and conversation were delicate and faacinat- 
ing in the highest degree. . 

Nature had given him a wart constitution ; 
and had he been prosperous in early love, it is 
probable that he might have enjoyed a more uni- 
form and happy tenor of health.—But a disap- 
pointment of the heart, arising from the cruelty 
offortune, threw a cloud on his juvenile spirit. 
Thwarted in love, the native fire of his tempera- 
ment turned impetuously into the kindred chan- 
nel of devotion. —The smothered flames of de- 
site, uniting with the vapors of constitutional 
melancholy, and the fervency of religious zeal 
produced altogether that irrepularity and cor- 
poreal sensatinn, and of mental health, which 
gave such extraordinury vicissitudes of splendor 
and of darkness to his moral career, and made 
Cowper at times an idol of thepurest admiration, 
and at times an object of the sincerest pity 

As asufferer, no man could be more entitled 
to compassion, forno man was ever more truly 
compassionate to the suffering of others. It was 
that rare portion of benevolent sensibility in bis 


nature which endeared him to persons -of all i 


rariks who had opportunities of observing him in 
ptivate life. The great Prince of Conde used 
to say, * No manis a hero to his familiar domes- 
tic ;” but Cowper was rewlly more. He was be- 
Joved and revered with a sort of idolat 1s 
family ; not from any romantic ideas of his mag- 
jcal powers as a poet, but from that evangelical 
gentleness of manners & purity of conduc, which 
illumibated the shade of his sequestered life. 
Cowper greatly resembled his eminent and 
exemplary brothers of Parnassus, Racine and 
Metastasio, in the simplicity and tenderness of his 
domestic character. 
His voice conspired with his features to an- 
ounce to all who saw and heard him in the ex- 
treme sensibility of his heart ; and in reading _a- 
floud he furnished the chief delight of those socta! 
enchanting winter evenings which he has de- 
scribed so happily in the fourth book of Zhe Tusk. 
He had been taught by his parents at home to re- 
cite English verse, in the early years of his child- 
hood ; and acquired considerable applause, as a 
‘child, in the recital of Gay’s popular fable, * The 
hare and many friends.” A circumsiance that, 
probably, had great influnence in raising his pas- 
sion for poetry 
Secluded trom the world, as Cowper had long

mon talents, was distinguished by a mild and be- 
neyolent pleasantry, by delicate humour pecul- 
iar to himself, or by a bigher tone of series good 
sense, and those united charms of a cultivated 
mind, which he has himself very happily describ- 
ed in drawing the colloquial character of a yener- 
able Divine.

1 sup- 
pose that if wos perhaps occasioned by a sea-lion, 
that might be ucur the ship, as many of these 
animuls were said to buve been seen on the [sl- 
and of St, Paul, aithough we perceivee nothing 
like any aniinal, About seyeno’clock, the gun- 
ner, who came to make a report of some mat- 
ters of his department to me, inlormed me, that 
on one of his India voyages he had met with the 
occurrence, and thata dreadful storm succeeded, 
which forced them to hand their sails, and dive 
at the mercy of the winds and waves fer four and 
twenty kours. When he told me this, there 
was not the leas: «ppearauce of apy storm, yet 
belere four o'clock in the afternoon we lay ander 
cur bare poles, scudding béfore the wind ina 
violent tempest. The sea ran so high on all 
sides, that at nine o'clock in the eyening all the 
cabin windowamnd hatches were stove in, and the 
water rushed quite into the state room. To pro- 
vide, however, as muchas possible against this, 
we spread a sail over the stern, on which the sea 
could break, and which proved of great service 
tous, The blowing wether continued till the 
new day, the 12th of January, when the violence 
of the storm abuting a little, we were enabled to 
set our suils again, Fortuvately no material 
damage was done to our inasis or yards, but the 
bread and sail rooms weve again very leaky.

Foreign Intelligence. 


Received at New-York by the Hibernias 23 days 
Jrom Belfast, 

D LONDON, MARCH 31. - 

ESPATCHES have been received {vom Sir 
Heury Wellesley, at Cadiz, and letters and papers 
from tbut place to the 13th March, ‘The French 
besieging army has been greatly weakened by a 
strong detachment having been sent off'to co-op- 
erate in a fresh attack wpon Tanfa. The new 
Regency has refused to ratily the treaty entered 
into between Elio and the inhabitants of Buenos 
Ayres. ; 

A law has been passed making it death for 
any person to ship any kind of produce whatev- 
er, to any port or place in the possession of the 
enemy. 

His majesty’s ship Ganymede has arrived at 
Fulmouth frou Cadiz, wih the Spanish Count 
de Fernandez on board. He is to succeed the 
Duke del Jifantado, as Ambassador from the 
new Spanish Regency to the British Cubine'. 

Accounts are received fiom Paris, via Havre, 
to the 23d instant, by which it sppéars, thot the 
Emperor had not lef the Capital, but it was hour- 
ly expected his departure would be unnounced 
ia form. . 

An American vessel, called the Congress, 
Cept. Clark, from Baltimore, bownd to London, 
had been taken and sent into Cherbourg—this 


vessel sailed from America on the 4th February,” 


and had been expected to arrive here for some 
time, and a considerable amount has lately been 
insured upon her in the City. This ship has 
been called an English sbip in the Paris papers 5 
but this trick will not do. This is another con- 
vincing proof that the Berlin and Milan decrees 
are still in force ; and the attempt to palm her 
upon the public as an English vessel, is another 
instance ef the duplicity of the conduct of France 
towards America. Such attempts ought everto 
exposed in their true shape and complexion. 
This capture is a valuable one, and therefore 
bey are more anxious to deceive the public. 
The late westerly gales have not, as yety brought 
any later accounts from America. It is now 
nearly 50 days since the last vessel left America. 
This week, we expect, will bring something of 
importance. 

The Officer of the Swedish Guards, who was 
wailing to return with an answer to important 
despatches from his Court, of which he was the 
bearer, is proceeding in the Alexandria frigate 
to the Baltics in company with Mr, Thornton, 
who, after some stay at Stockholm will visit Pe- 
tersburg.

Ma. Bleecker presented a memorial signed by 
7 or $00 citizens of Albany N. York. 

Mr. Rhea said the embargo was no doubt af- 
flicting toa great portion of our citizens. But 
burdensome to the citizens of 

the western and southern country, as it was to 

these memorialists; and yet no petitions were 
| from them. Hence he inferred that the great 
mags of the nation were in favor of the measure. 

Ye therefore moved thatthe further considera- 

tion of thagnemorial be postponed until the 4the 
jof July. 

Mr, Gholson moved that the rhemorial lie on 
the table. Lost, yeas 59, nays 42, ' 

Mr. Bleecker said that although the embargo 
was A pretended precursor of war, the people 
would never bélicve that the government: could 
go to war in our present unprepared state—Ho 
hoped the motion to postpone would not prevail. 
It would be like telling the people we would 
rain them first, and listen to theircemplaints af- 
terwards, 

Mr. Boyd said if this and similar petitions: 
should be referr, to 2 select committee, who 
should report in detail the sufferings could not 
be remedied, it would have a tendency to con~ 
ciliate the people. 

Mr. Rhea thought it would be improper to 
tantalize the people with a delusive hope that 
the embargo would be repealed. 

Mr. Randolph ‘said it was strange that thd 
first diecussion of the embargo law should take 
place on the reference ofa petilion for its repeal. 
Yet such was the fact. He took a general view 
of the policy ofthat measure as well as the pro- 
pesed war. With regard tothe latter, he said, 
although there were no preparations, he 
Vittle doubt but either that or some other dread- 
ful visitation, some awful calamity awaited us. 
There was no reasen for us to expect an exemp- 
tion from the desolation with which it had pleas- 
ed providence to afflict all those nations who had 
ventured to mingle inthe present contest. As 
to the embargo, it was a sort of nether end to 
Mr. Jefferson's old restrictive system (Non-Im- 
portation) had itself kept flour two dollars a bar- 
rel lower than it would have been; because tha 
merchants by experiencing a dead loss of 20 per 
cent: en bills of exchange, which they were 
corapelled to receive in payment, were unable ta 

pay as much for the flour asthey otherwise could 
have done. He dwelt for some time on this sub- 
ject ; after which he alluded to the unfairness of 
the embargo as to its limitation. In Alexandria 
aad Baltimore, indeed it’ was an embargo for 
ninety days ; but hebegged gentlemen to con- 
sider how long it would continue in N. Orleans bs 
Little more than sixty days: He wished to 
know, 1fit really was intended as a precursor of 
war, how it added one man to the army, one shi 
to the navy, or one shilling tothe revenue? Ifthe 
contrary was the fact, this _night-mare ought to 
be spoken off. We talk of going to war and yet 
have not courage to lay-war-taxes. He had said 
ona former occasion, that it would not be possi« 
ble to raise a Loan to the amount proposed. Er- 
jierience had borne him out: the Jrat loan had 
miled | and so far had brought disgrace upon the 
nation. How could it be expected to raise other 
loans ?: Whether we had war or not, he could not 
say, because it was apparent that we had no sys- 
tem—no ships, no men, no money. G. Britain, 
he observed, could not objectto having all ourves- 
sels and seamen driven into her grasp by the op= 
eration of our Jaws ; nor covfd she object, he 
shouldsuppose, if she was su jealous of the com= 
mercial spirit of this nation, toseeing that spirit 
 jaid asleep, not in the Red-Sea, but in the fresty 
) waters ofthe embargo. He contended that the 

course hitherto pursued waa altogether absurd % 
‘so much so that ifthe news should arrive frome 
the Westward ofthe renewal of hostilities, he 
-sheuld not be surprised to see a proposition 
| brought forward building.a fleet, Me expressed 
bis conviction that ifthis course were persisted 
in, it would overthrow the administration. 

Mr. Johnson spoke with great animation in ree 
ply. Astothe loan, he said, that taking into 
consideration the torified opposition to it through 
out the U. States, it had fully answered the exe 
pectation oftts friends. The time might comes 
and he Aefed to Heaven it would come, when those, 
who had opposed that loan would have to be 
more silent, He made a short defence of the 
policy of the Embargo, assuring those who doubts 
ed whether war was really intended, that. he 
should be ready to vole for it before the expira- 
tion of 69 days, if an opportunity presented itself, 

Mr. Calhoun also supported the embargo pol- 
icy, and expressed his firm belief that war would 
shortly be declared. He contended that there 
was a very trifling difference between the propos= 
ed war and that of the revolution, 

Mr. Randolph again opposed the embargo" 
which he deciared to be the most cempendious 
system of ruin evet devised, and that the very 
name of it was more ominous than the croaking 
of a raven. 

Mr. Bleecker said the people would not sup- 
port a war commenced under such auspices-— 
without money, army or navy, If it should be 


@ndertuken, he would ventute to predict that the 
ve'yn of the present administration would be 
short, and that the people would be soon agsin 
restored to peace and happiness, to commerce 
and prosperity. s 

Me. Grundy observed, that it had been said of 
old that false prophets would arise in the latter 
day : but he hoped the majority of the nation 
would not be deterred from their duty by such 
predictions. Hie inwisted that the majority of the 
nation were in fayor of war ; “and that those who 
talked most of our unprepared state, had uniform- 
ly opposed every thing like preparation.

Mr. Seyhert p:esented the petition of the mad- 
ters of four Portuguese vessels now in the port 
of Philadelphia, stating that they had come to 
this country for the purpose of procuring provi- 
sions for Ue Portuguese government and had - 
brought funds with them for effecting- that .ob- 
ject, that they had arvived here afier the Embar- 
go was Juid, ond praying permission to take in 
a cargo and return to their own country, He 
moved that itlie on the table. Neyatived. 

Mr. Lacock had no notion of granting to these 
foreigners any benefit which he would deny to 
our own cilizens—he thought it ought to take 
the sane ci/ection that other petitions relative to 
the embargo had taken, and therefore moved 
that it be postponed till the 4th of Juiy. 

Mr. Pukin said, that he wasa little surprised 
that the gentleman (Mr. Seybert) who introduc- 
ed this petition, did not move, that it be referred 
to the committee of commeree and manufactures, 
instead of moving thatitlie on the table. The 
petitioners state, that they are subjects of the 
crown of Portugal, that they arrived in aur porls 
without any previous knowledge of the Embargo, 
that they brought funds, exclusively Portugueses 
to be Jaid out in flour, mea} and provisions, to be 
carried buck to their own country, If this state-, 
ment is true, Mr. Pitkin said, he could:ses no ob- 
jection to granting them permission to depart 
with cargoes of our produce. Bat it is said by 
gentlemen, that this petition ought to share the 
same fate, with those of our own citizens, and be 
postponed till the 4th of July next, They ask, 
will you grant fayors to foreigners which you de- 
ny to your own citizens | The advocates for the 
embarge; Mr. Pitkin svid, have uniformly stated, 
thut it was laid a a precursor of war, that its 
sole object was to keep the property of our citi- 
zens at home, and not to hate it exposed on the 
oceuty or in foreign ports, to the depredations of a 
bation against whom We were ubout to declare 
war. Jf this then is the real object of the embar- 
go, as has been se often stated in this House, the 
reason does pot at all apply to the petitioners. 
By restraining’ our citizers from going ubroad 
with their property, we consider ourselves: as fa- 
yoring them : when we postponed the petitions 
of citizens from New: York until ihe 4th of July, 
we told them, that a denial of the petitions (for 
this postponement amounted to a denial,) was 
done as a favor towards them ; that it was done 
in order to preserve their property for themselves 
and theit country. —But, sit, we have no such in- 
terest in preserving the property of the petition- 
ers; they have come into our ports, without any 
previous knowlege of the embargo, with funds, 
as they state. belonging to them, and they desire 
to vest those funds in the produce of the country 
and to return with it to Portugal.

‘The battle was very bloody, and the less on the 
part of the Cumsna expedition was very great, 
During the buttle, an embarkation of 2500 men 
took place, about one day’s distance from Augus- 
tura ; but the Guayaneans succeeded in burning 
their launches, and cutting off their retreat. It 
js expected they must have surrendered @ few 
days aller, or have cressed the river, by swim- 
ming, which it is believed 1s impracticable, on | 
account of the width of the river, and the Bumer- 
ous alligators, No earthquake was felt at Gway- 
gna as lute as the 28th of March.

Marquis Wellesley and Mr. Canning have 
each bad audiences of the Prince Regent in con- 
sequence of propositions submitted to them by 
the Ear] of Liverpool. The prepositions and the 
consequent negociutions are said to have been 
“ carried on in writing—and separately. so that 
the questions and answers in the one correspon 
dence and ths other, differ in manner, though the 
same in substance. That of Marquis Wellesley - 
is suid 10 be more particular in the demand of ex- 
plunations, as well as in the statement of his 


. "Views of the kind of Government that would be 


best adapied to the present stite of the Empire. 
If we may trust to rumour, he declared that in his 
mind, three most important points ought to be 
stipulated— 1. Concession of the Catholic claims. 
2, That the war should be prosecuted with more 
vigor : and, 3, That the administration should be 
strengthened by some of those leading men who 
were known by the name of Prince’s early 
friends. The paper of Mr. Canning was equally 
firm in \he maintainance of the principles which 
he conceived to be essential ; but we ynderstand 
he did not stipulate for any of the persons alluded 
ta by the Nobie Marquis. , : 

“ Both the Noble Marquis and Right Honora- 
bie ‘Gentlemen disclaimed allidea of personal ob- 
jections to acting with any men; and ‘mutual 
declarations of an amicable nattire took place be- 
tween Mr. Canning and Lord Casilereagh.” 

We regret that any negociation for the intro- 
duction of the Marquis Wellesley and Mr, Can 
ning should have fuiled, for it has failed because 
they are both eminently gifted with the talents 
necessary for the conduct of our affairs, But we 
understand that his Royal Highness ‘himself 
could not accede to those points and principles 
which they represented te be the sine gua non of 
their acceptance of office—still less, infinitely 
less, could he feel inclined to make any ovestures 
to Lords Grey and Grenville after their positive 
declaration that they disapproved of « ulmost all 
the leading features of the policy of the Empire,” 
which policy has received his Royal Highness’s 
unreserved, avowed, and perfect approbation. 
Under these circumstances his Royal Hightiess 
felt he had no other course to tuke than the one 
he had taken, and which we now announ¢e. 

The Earl of Liverpool has been appointed first 
Lord of the Treasury, and Mr. Vansittart Chan- 
cellor of the Exehequer. 

The War Department, vacant by the appoint- 
ment of Lord Liverpool, is not yet filled; but in 
all proabtlity it wall be given to Lord Bathurst.

A gonof mine, a short time since, while 
playing with other boys; with fire balls composed 
oftow dipped in spirits of turpentine, gunpow- 

der, &c. was burned in x shocking manner, by 
having one of the fire balls accidentally thrown 
in his face. Having noticed the application of 
cotton recommended in the Baltimore Medical 
Lyceum, in the cases of burns, 1 was induced to 
make the experiment. I covered the side ofthe 
face which was now so muci: swollen as to close 
the eye, and blistered all over, the skin algo 1 
some parts broken by his having washed it in 
cold watery immediately after the accident had 
taken place. I did not remove the cotton for 
ten days ; during which time he never con- 
plained of the least pain, and when removed I 
found it perfectly weil, leaving no sort of mark 
except two or three spots rather darker than the 
rest of the skin, bu: which have since disappear- 
ed. Asaremedy so efficacious, and so easily 
procured, ought to be made public for the bene- 
fit of our fellow-citizens, L request the liberty to 
communicate the same through the medium of 
your paper.

OUR RELATIONS WITH FRANCE, 

Tie answer of the Executive to the Resolu- 
tion of the House of Representatives respecting 
the time, place, manner, &c. of the first com- 
‘munication to this government of the decree 
purporting to be a definitive repeul of the French 
Gecrecs of Berlin and Milun, was yesterday trans- 
mitted to the House of Representatives in the 
form of a Report from the Secretary of State. It 
is an able and valuable state paper of considera- 
ble length, and will occupy several columus of 
our next paper. 

The report embraces the following facts, sta- 
tedin distinct and unequiyocal terms ; That the 
first intelligence which this government received 
ofthe French decree of the 28th April, 1811, 
was communicated by Mr. Barlow, in a letter 
bearing date onthe 131 May, 1812, which was 
received by this department on the 15th July 
following ; thatthe first intimation to Mr, Bar- 
low of the existence of that Cecree, as appears 
by his communications, was given by the Duke 
of Bassano, in an informal conference on some 
day between the ist und 1G:h of May, 1812, and 
thut the offical communication of it to Mr. Bar- 
low was made on the 10th of that month at his 
request : that Mr. Barlow transmitied a copy of 
that decree, and of the Duke of Bassano’s letter, 
announcing itto Mr. Russell, in a Jetier of May 
Lith, in which he alsoinformed Mr Russell, that 
the Duke of Bassano had stated that the Secree 
had been duly commnmicated to him; that Mr. 


29th May,that his first knowledge of this decree 
was derived from his letter, and that he has re- 
peatedly stated the same since to this govern- 
ment.

Head- Quarters. 
Fort George, June 25. 1813. 

SIR—I have the mortification of informing 
you of an unfortunate and unaccountable event 
which occurred yesterday. Qn the 23d, ateve- 
ning, Lieut. Col. Boerstler, with 579 men, infane 
try, erullery, cavalry, and tillemen, in due pro- 
portion, was ordered to march by the wey of 
Queenstown, to a place called Beaver Dams, on 
the high ground, about eight or nine miles from 
Queenstown. to attack and disperse a body of the 
enemy, collected there for the purpose of procur- 
ing provisions and harrassing those inhabitants 
who are considered friendly tothe United States. 
Their force was. from the most direct informa- 
tion. composed of one company of the 104th Reg- 
iment, above 80 strong; from 150to 200 milnia, 
and from 5010 60 Indians. At erght o’clock 
yesterday morning, when within about two miles 
of the Beaver Bams, our detachment was attack- 
ed from, an ambuscade ; ,but soon crove the ene- 
my some distance into the woods, and then retir- 
ed toa clear field, and sent an express for a rein- 
forcement, saying he would maintsin his position 
untii reinforced; a Yveiuforcement of 300 men 
marched immediately, under the command 
of Col. Christie; but on arriving at Queenstown, 
Col Christie received authentic information that 
Lieut. Col. Beerstler with his command had aur- 
rendered to the enemy, and the reinforcement 
returned to camp—A man who belonged toa 
small corps of mounted volunteer riflemen, came 
inthis morning, who states that the enemy sur- 
rounded our detachment in the woods, and to- 
wards 12 o'clock commenced a general attack— 
that our troops fopght more than two hours until 
the artillery had expended the whole ofits um- 
munition, and then surrendered ; and at the time 
of surrender the informant made his escape 
Why it should have been deemed proper to re- 
main severe’ hours in a position surrounded with

Attack on Burlington. 
Extract of a letter from Burlington, dated Aug. 3 

“ [ wrote you op Sunday nights detailing events 
upto that time. Yesterday morning the enemy 
appeared in front of the town with the two 
sloops, taken from us and one row galley. 
They came up in a line within about one and a 
half miles of the shore, whera firing commenced 
from our batteries and gun-boats, which was re- 
turned by the enemy, and continued about half 
an hour. Between 50 and 60 shos were ex- 
changed ; ‘5 or 20. came from the British ; one 
of which passed through a house in the village. 
which was all the damage done by them. One 
of our shots was supposed to sirike the row gul. 
ley» and another, one of their sloops. Imnmedi- 
ately after our shot reached then they hauled 
off, several miles south of the town where the 
two sloops were becalmed till nearly sun-set ; 
during this time the enemy's row-galley went in- 
to Shelburn hay, which you will recollect 1s 3 er 
4 milés South of Burlington: and mostly in plain 
sight, where we saw her take possession of a 
sloop and a large two mast bouts belonging to 
some of our citizens; and two of their batteaux 
armedéwith a swivel) and 25 menmeach, went to 
Charlotte, 10 miles south of this. and took two 
large sloops one belonging to Vergennes, aod 
the other to Burlington, the latter containing 80 
bbis. flour, intended for our army.

from the north, ‘This circumstance, or some 
other unknown te me, induced our Commodore, 
after having proceeded nearly two miles to re- 
turn to bis former position, under the guns of 
the battery. This mornings the British vessels 
axe to be seen several miles north of the town, 

This was certainly ® very bold enterprize in 
the British, and it ought to have proved a haz- 
ardous one. It was provoking to every one: to 
see them take off our vessels wivhout the leust 
molestation ; but 1am convinced that no blame 
ought to be attached to the Commodore, 1 um 
informed he stated to some of his friends, that he 
had no chance for success hh is uncerstond. 
that the government bad nor furnished him with 
experienced officers, or seamen tov any vessel 
except bis own ; that his officers were chicfly 
young midsiipmer, who had sesh no service.

Laying off Dennis's Creek this morning; I 
discovered that an enemy’s sloop of war had 
chased a small vessel, and taken her near the 
Overfulls. I immediately got under weigh) and 
stood down the Bay. ‘Fhe sloop of war stood so 
near the Overfallss that she grounded slightly on 
the outer ridge of Crow’s shoals. I thought pro- 
per to endeavor to biing him to action. I suc- 
ceeded and got within three-quarters of a mile 
und anchored the boats (consisting of eight gun- 
boats and 2 block sloops) in a line ahead. A 
heavy frigate had by this ume anchored about a 
half mile further out. After a cannonade of onc 
hour and forty-five minutes, in which the ships 
kept upa constant and heavy fire, heaving their 
shot from a half to three-quarters of a mile over 
us, they doing us but litle damage, their shot 
seldom striking us the sloop of war and frigate, 
§nding our shot to tellon their bulls, manned 
their boats ten in number (two launches the rest 
large barges and cutters) with from 3010 40 
men in each, and dispatched them after gun-boat 
No. 121) suiling master Shead, which bad unfor- 
tunately fell a mile and a half out of the line, al-

privates; 14 of them badly wounded: every 
care has been taken of the latter, and she officers 
buried with the honors due to their rank and 
their bravery, All the dead that were not in the 
ditch, were taken off in the night by the Indians. 
Tis impossible, from the circumstances of the 
attack, that they should haye lost less than 100, 
Some of the prisoners think that it amounted to 
200. A young gentleman, a privaie in the Pe- 
tersburg volunteers, of the name of Brown, as- 
sisted by 5 or 6 of that company and ofthe Pitts- 
bergh Blucs, who were accidentally in the fort, 
minaged the six pounder which produced such 
destruction in the ranks of the enemy.

Sin—The federal government is gning to set- 
te ell us differences with Great-Britain, and to 
make a treaty of amity, of commerce, and of 
navigation with that power. You, as well as 
Mr, Gallatin, have niamfested to me a desire 
nlve to make a new convenvun with France, to 
tuké the place of that which expireson the S0th 
Sept, next. 

“Lwill for a moment call to your consideration 
Cerreterai votre reflection) tois double object, 
which the federal government proposes to usell, 
und the difficulties of accomplishing it in a muo- 
ner advantageous for all the contracting patties. 
My just deference for your government, sir, 


composed of the same men who very laicly Cis- 
covered u very muntfest aversion to every spe- 
cies of conciliation and who joined toa denial of 
justice to the Americans, every asperity of 
forms, of tone, and of style, towards the agents 
of your government. 

{Lhave supposed that this very haste was ne- 
ceasary to satisfy the wishes of the people of 
whota foresight is not the first-virtue, others may 
see in that political proceeding a precipitation 
perhaps dangerous, if it does not Jessen (ne

It does not beleng to me to examine, how 
far the preceding administration wus mistaken 
in its conjectures—but the verbul proposition, 
which you have made to me sir, to conclude a 
new convention ( proposition whic I have sub- 
mitted to my court) necessarily leads me to 
some ubzervations on the respective position of 
France and the-U. S. : 

Your government looks to nothing in its trea- 
ties, but to the ricrest of its forcign commerce. 
This is the principal object of its policy. Francé 
considers foreign commere@ only as un addition 
(accessoire) to ils sysiem of general adminis- 
traiion. Numerous canals of communication, 
which aid ils sivers, and in muluplying their di- 
rections, procures for it all the opening necessa- 
ry to keep up in the interior~and its allies that 
immense circulation of all the objects of their re- 
ciprocal wants. In France commerce is not a 
power (puissance) in the state 5 it shares with 
uiker national professions the protection of the 
government, which only honors them with its 
support avd encouragement in proportion to the 
degree of their utility and importance, In short, 
fureign commerce is not considered an France as 
an indispensable thing, although tt is so considered 
in the U. States. 

You will then readily see, sir, that France has 
not the saine inicrest, which the federal govern- 
ment hus, to make a treaty of commerce

MOUNT VKMNON, JULY 30, 1813 

SIR—I deem it my duty to communieute to | 
you the circumstances which led to the unlortu- | 
nate rencountee wiih the Creck Indians on the 
27th inst. together with the result of that affur 
from the best information | have received, 

A nuniber ef the Creek Lodians have for some 
lime evinced a disposition hostile to the Ameri- 
can Government, and have at length succeeded 
io killing ov driving from their laud every chief 
in the American iterest * they have shot at the 
mail carrier, killed his horse, and taken several 
nuuils on the route between here at the Siute of 
Georgia. : 

Some time since informauon was received that 
a haif-breed by the natne of Peter M’Queen, with 
ubout three bundred warriors, were pone to Pen- 
sacola, for ihe purpose of procuring arms and 
amanunition of the governor, sud, if possible, to 
discover what were the intenticus of the Creeks 
generally. These persons staid until the In- 
dians had received three tiundred pounds of pow 
der and a propordionate quantity of lead for the 
governor. They were ot satisfied with this ; 
said they must have more, and openly, declared 
they were going to war with the American’ 5 
and that on their return (hey would be joiied by 
seven hundred warriors at the Whetstone Fillts 
(about one bundred miles fiom this place,} 
where they would distribute th-Ir ammunition 
and return aguinst the Poubigby settlements. 

On the rerurn of the persons from Pensacola 
with this information, about one hundred and 
seventy-five men were hastily collected together 
and proceeded, commanded by Col Caller, to 
meet the powder purty, and, if possible, to tke 
the powder before they were jomed by the party 
from the mgion. On Tuesday last, about 12 
o'clock A. M. they mit the Indians in the edge 
of the Escambia Swamp, about 80 miles trom this 
place; attacked and drove them into the swamp, 
and took niost of their pack horses, 

“rom the best aplormation I could receive I 
snppose ten or (welve of the Indians were killed 
and many more wounded. Four of the whites 
wore killed, and eighi or vine wounded. ‘The 
Tocians were inthe swamp and our men In open 
woods. ‘Phe commander thought it prudent to 
order aretreat; the whites, generally, brose anc 
ran in great conlvsion, Col, Catlier, although he 
jon which a brave officer could 


theix confesion and pursued them nearly a mile 
in opew woods, avd nothing saved our men froma 
general slaughter but the inubility of the Indians 
to overtuke them ; 

Although the whites were defeated, and many 
of them deservedly disgraced, yet the object of 
the expedition has in part succeeded : our pérly 
teok about two bundred pounds of powder and 
some lead. | think as soon as these Indinns find 
themselves ina situation, they will endeavor to 
revenge themselves on our frontiers.

~who was stationed sat Batavia in the year 1774 
Serprising as these accounts may he. they .are 
accompanied wich so many public facts, and 
names of persons and places, that it is somewhat 
difficult to conceive them fabulous. 

The Upas grows abeut seven leagues from 
Batavia, in a plain surrounded by rocky moun- 
tains, the whole of which jain contsins a circle,of 
10 of 12 miles round the tree, and i totally bar- 
ren. Nothing that breathes or,vege’ ates can live 
within itstofluence. ‘he bird thet fics over it 
‘dreps down dead, The Whole dreadivl etca is 
covered witli sand, ‘over whtch lic scatiered loose 
flints and whitened bones. 

This tree may be called the Emperor's great 
snilitary magazine.

and for commencing a sincere negotiation for 
peace ; but from the prevelenee of violent coun- 
sels, and the effects as I fear, of national animosi- 
ty, carefully excited by crafty politicians, we are 
still exposed to the perils of this uanatural statc of 
things, and to the evils of that desolating scourge, 
from which, by pursuing contrary maxima of 
policy, we had been for many years exempted. 

If the United States would regain the proud 
eminence on which they Jately stood, they must 
remember, “ that it is righteousness which ex- 
alls a nation, and that sin isa reproach to eny 
people ;” they must endeavor to conduct their 
foreign relations not ¢o much with reference to 
the views ofa party, or to the prejudices or par- 
tialities with which foreign nations are viewed, 
but with a strict regurd to ¢ruth and jfair-dealing, 
and to the rights and prerogatives of other pow- 
ers. " 

With a return of peace, we may hope for the 
return of the blessings by which it is generally 
accompahied—-commerce extended to every 
shore—agriculture improved, and our moral and 
religious institutions and privileges strengthene 
and increased. ’ 

In war, our rights and the constitution and un- 
ion of the United States are ever in danger of vio- 
jation, and net only are the people exposed to the 
loss of life and liberty, but a general laxity of 
merdls, and disregard of civil instiustions, threat- 
cu e¥ils which may be as lastingas they are ex- 
tensive But under the smiles ofa gracious 
Providence, we may be permitted to hope for a 
restoration of our national tranquillity,and that the 
people, remembering the toils, privations and 
sufferings by which our liberties were secured, 
will adhere to those principles and maxims under 
which the country has formerly prospered ; and, 
putting their confidence in the wise and 
may be enabled to support their rights and privi- 
leges, and transmit them unimpared to their

"P’ war they have had the subject under con- 
sideration, and find, that in some parts of the 
State, considerable anxiety exisjs among the 
people on account of the snusual price of {rally 
which renders it difficult for the poor aud labor- 
ing classes ofthe community to obtaina neces~ 
sdry supply. 

The smmediate cause of the high price of the 
different kinds of grain, is believed to arise from 
the extensive use of these articles in distilleries, 
and the great quantities purchased for that pur- 


pose. 
‘This branch of business is extending itself, by 
reason ofthe unusual demand for this ‘ind’ of 
ardent spirits ; produced in the country by the 
interruption of regular commerce. That under 
an expectation of a continuance of this state “of 
things, great speculations are making by jndivid- 
uals, i the purchase of rye, and indian corn, &c. 
—and that the holders of these articles, influen- 
ced ly the same expectation, fn many instances, 
withbold them from the market. 

The increase of ardent spirits, produced from 
the distillation of grain, isa Serious evil to the 
com taunity = to provide a remedy, however, in 
the opinion of the committee, is difficult, if nor 
impossible. 

The buses of distilling ig not confined to 
this State, “but is extensively carried on in the 
neighborhood. The effect of any measure ad~ 
opted here to regulate, or controul this business, 
would, itis believed, operate to advance the in- 
terest of those concerned in other States, at the 
expence of our own inhabitants, and inthe end, 
fual of removing the evil. ; 

‘The propriety of legislative provisions, regula~ 
ting the prices ofarticies, or which may essene 
tially effect the property of individuals, or con- 
trol their lawful pursuits; is doubted; (if practi 
cal ;) unless authorised by some great and very 
pressing public necessity, Which in the present 
Instance, is not supposed toextst, - 

It i4 hoped, that the evil complaiued 6f, will ber 
of short continuance, and that some ofthe more 
immediate causes, which haye produced it, wil 
soon cease to operate. 

Under an expectation of such a@ result, and 
from a consideration of the difficulty of providing 
an adequate remedy, the committee do not deems 
it expedient to recommend the adoption of aby 
legislative measure in the case.

DasqRuctive GALE or WIND in 
Nova-Scorra, 
; MALIFAX, Nov. 15. 

On Friday evening Jast a most dreadful gale 
of wind was experienced here from the’ south- 
east. Itcommenced a little after 5 o’clock, and 
consed its, violence about 7, when the wind sud- 
denly scored to the north-west and the sea grad- 
valiy sunis inte a calm, 

Seldom has been witnessed a more melon- 
choly, awfal sight, than that exhibited on Friday 
evening—the day had but just closed when the 
gale commenced. tke evening was extremely 
dark, the tide was flowing ; and the rain at inter- 
vals fellin heavy showers. Many vessels in the 
harbor soon drove from their anchors ; others 
broke {rom the wharves, notwithstanding the 
care which had been tuken to secure them, and 
all seemed doomed te destruction. Frequently 
were fired guns of distress, and bluq lights 
thrown out by such of his Majesty’s shipa as 
were suffering in the gale—this circumstance, 
the darkness of the night, andthe piercing cries 
of persons fearful of drowning, which were often 
heard in sitvations where alone the hand of the 
Almighty could afford them relief, increased the 
gloomy horrors of the scene, 

It was not until the next morning the effects 
of the gale were wholly tobe seen. On this side 
of the harbor some vessels.lay sunk, others ap- 
peared mich injured, and the opposite shore 
from the Eastern Battery to the mouth af the 
Narrows, appeared covered with wrecks. 

His Majesty’s ships San Domingo, La Hogue, 
and Maidstone, ore ashore, with considerable 
damage ; his Majesty’s brigs Manly, Arab, J’an- 
tome, Epervier & Ringdove, all drove from their 
moorings and went ashore ; H. M. sch. Canso, 
sunk; the Shelburne Jost both masta; the 
Nymphe lost her fore-mast, bowsprit, boats, and 
had her quarter stove; the ‘Tenedos lost her 
mizcn-mast. 

The shores are ined with vessels of all de- 
ectiptions. Abut 30 or 40 sail of shallops went 
to pieces at the wharves. 

His Majesty’s ships Poictiers, Victorious, 
Nymphe, Tenedos, Burressa, Diadem, Success, 
Nemesis, Romulus and Arab, and schooner 
Shelburne, rode out the gale ; but several of 
them were much injured by other vessels run- 
ning foul of them.—Brig Anaconda, almost 
wholly dismasted. 

Several of the vessels injured in the gale were 
rendy to sail, under convoy of H. M.S. Poictiers, 
for England—among them were the ships Prin- 
cess Mary and Siar—both of which have sufter- 
ed the former severely ; she was run foul of by a 
Portuguese sbip—drove from her moorings, and 
went ashore onthe rocks to the Northward vi 
Tofis? Cove—the Jatter was also run foul of, lost 
her foremast and bowsprit, but rode out the gale. 
The Pfincess Mary has been got off, and will 
have to land her cargo. On the beach at

By the arrival at Newport of the thip Binghem, of 
Piiladelphia, in 43 days from Rio Janciro, we haves 
repetition ef the accounts before received, of the faccefs 
of the Effex frigate in the South Seas. The Rofa, one of 
her prizes, arrived at Rio Jantiro in Sept, with the crews 
of fix orhers.—Mr Clarke, midthipman, and 7 feameA, 
belonging to the Sffex, came home in the Bingham, ha- 
ving been the prize crew of a veilel taken by the Effex 
betore the doubled Cape Horn, and which was deftroy- 
ed at Rio Janciro as un-feaworthy, The Jat date from 
the Effex is June 25, on which day the failed from Val- 
paraifo (Chili) onacruife. Capt. Andrew Hunter was 
aifo a patlenger in the Bingham. 

We further learn by the Bioghym, thet 5000 troops 
had arrived at Montevideo from Spain; aod chat a tri 
gate and two floops of war had failed from Rio for the 
South Seas, in queft of the Effex 

The thip Criterion, Clarke, of Nantucket, with 1200 
bbls. of oil, has served at Newport {rom the South Seas, 
She brings accounts from the Effex as late as Aug. 10, at 
which time fhe was croifing off Lima—having made fad 
havoc among the Englith whalemen; two of which, the 
Greenwich and Georgiana were crvifiug in company ; & 
a third was likewife equipped as a cruiter, and called the 
Essex Junior, commanded by li.
